CL10, ARK., March 24, 1806. |
Ed. Register :i—*Do my Socialist
friends hold that, government
standing in loto parentis to all, we
would drop our selfish character- |
istics? that there would be no
grafting, no desire to accumulate |
or to get the better of our neigh-
bor?"

The above are fair questions,
and deserve careful answers. As
to government, it must first be re=
stored to its original character,
“A government of, by and for the
people.” In fact, a great corpor-
ation in which every citizenis a
stockholder. If a thousand men
combine their labors, each shar-
ing equally in the result, as well as
in the labors, I must confess «that
I can’t see any signs of paternity
or paternaliem. NeitherdoI see
where paternalism would develop,
though the number of people be
multiplied by one million. Butif
this vast body of people banded
together for mutual benefit have
no rules or regulations governing
the individual action, or having

no benefit. Therefore they must
have power to enforce their rules.
This power we call government,
How can it be paternal? When
the people again possces this
power, through the initiative refer-
endum and imperative mandate,
they can have any tuleor law
they may desire. Under Soclal-
ism the people will be the govern=
ment. Then the government can
do anything for the people (the
government) that the government
(the people) may desire. If hav-
ing somebody do something for us
is paternalism, then we are now
having the paternalism of capital;
forare we not constantly reminded
that we can’t do certain things for
ourselves as well as capitalists can
do them for us? How often are
we informed that the P, O. Depart-
ment is nota paying iostitution,
and that we ought to have some
one manage it for us?

As to the selfishness of human
character—are we not crestures of
environment? Let me call that
illustrious statesman, John P.
Altgeld, to witness. On page 14
of his book, “Live Questions.” 1
find the following table showing
prime causes of crime, on & basis
of five hundred men:
